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Applicant asserts (remarks, filed 4/14/05, page 2, lines 15 - 18 and page 3, lines 
8-12) that Keith does not disclose or suggest, improving video quality delivered to a 
display device by "selectively re-encoding a current video signal or encoding a 
subsequent video signal if an estimated time to decode an encoded signal exceeds a 
predetermined decoder time based on the available processing time of the decoder". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Keith reference, teaches decoding the encoded video signal with respect to the 
decoding time and also teaches detection of the oversized frames, thus infact takes 
more time for decoding, and based on the detection of the oversized frame, sends a 
signal requesting that the oversized frame (which is selected) to be recompressed/re- 
encode harder (i.e. col. 10, lines 29-40 and col. 36, lines 31 - 34). Furthermore, Keith 
(i.e. col. 10, lines 36 - 37) mentioned, "there is no need to repeat compression/re- 
encoding in certain situation, even if it exceeds the allowed decoding time", and this 
statement by it self is a proof of indication of well-known re-encoding video signal based 
on the allowed decoding time.
